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WASHINGTON  (City,)  July  15. 

(Secretary's  Reply  to  the  Indian  Tali 
m>l>ici>  appeared  in  our  lost.  J 
In  reply  to  their  representations  the 
*■  Secretary  ftatcd— 

1.  That  the  buds  now  belonging  to 
the-  Indians  had  been  aScertained  by  the 
running  of  the  boundaries  agreeably  to 
tbf  treaties  :  that  the  United  States  con- 
Bdered  all  beyond  the  lines  as  belonging 
absolutely  to  the  Indians,  and  not  to  be 
taken  r.oui  them,  or  fet  led  upon  by  white 
peopie,  without  the  full  and  fair  con- 
lent  of  th j  nation  being  firft  obtained  : 
that  from  the  increaSe  of  population  in 
the  United  States,  it  was  natural  that 
they  Ihould  be  delirous  to  buy  land  when 
the  Indians  were  willing  to  fpare  it;  but 
that  unlefs  they  were  perfectly  difpofed 
to  fell,  none  of  their  land  fliould  be  requi- 
red of  then. 

The  S.-crctarv  further  obferved,  that 
where  lands, which  the  Indians  are  unwil- 
ling t->  p.frt  with,  lie  between  lettlemeuts 
of  the  whit-s,  fo  that  they  can  neither 
vifit  nor  trade  without  palling  thro'  them 
the  United  States  would  wiili  to  have  per- 
million,  paying  the  Indians  for  the  indul- 
gence, to  open  roads  acrofs  Such  lands, 
and  eftablilh  houfes  here  and  there  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  travellers.  That 
on  this  Subject  the  Prefident  had  directed 
cornmiffioners  on  behalf  of  the  Unittd 
States,  to  meet  the  Indians  in  treaty  at 
South-weft  point,  in  the  State  ofTennef- 
fee,  on  or  about  the  firft  day  of  Augull 
next. 

2.  That  they  ought  not  to  entertain 
any  apprehenlions  on  account  of  the  re- 
moval of  fome  of  the  United  States,  troops 
from  their  frontier  ;  that  a  Sufficient 
number  would  ftill  be  continued  there  to 
prefcrve  peace  and  prevent  intiufion.  on 
their  lands,  or  bring  the  intruders  to  le- 
gal puniShment ;  and  that  the  agent  of 
the  United  States  and  the  commanding 
•fficer  of  the  troops  had  been  directed  to 
ufc  their  beft  endeavors  to  effect  thole 
*nds.  The  Secretary  alfo  delivered  to 
thcn>,  agreeably  to  their  requeft,  and  by 
direction  of  the  Prefident,  his  affurances, 
written  on  parchment,  and  to  be  depoli- 
ted  in  the  nation,  that  the  Cherokees 
might  continue  to  rely  in  full  confidence 
•n  the  protection  and  friendlliip  of  the 
United  States,  and  on  the  juftice  and 
fcithfulnefs  with  which  all  'engagements 
flfcould  be  obServed  on  their  part  ;  and 
that  he  would  never  abandon  them  nor 
their  children  So  long  as  the)'  Should  act 
juStly  and  peaceably  towards  the  white 
people  and  their  red  brethren. 

Thefe  affurances  were  accompanied 
by  a  preferttof  a  golden  chain,  as  emble- 
matic of  the  ufual^ctaphor  of  the  In- 
'dians,  "  the  chain  of  friendship,"  and 
expreflive  of  the  defire  of  the  govrrn- 
ment,  that  the  chain  by  which  the  Uni- 
ted States  and  the  Cherokees  are  held  in 
friendship,  may  continue  bright  and  like 
gold  never  ruft. 

3.  That  a  map,  deScriptive  of  the 
boundary  lines,  fliould  be  provided  Sor 
them  immediately. 

4.  That  the  government  rejoiced  to 
hear  of  their  progreSs  in  manufactures 
and  hulhandrv,  and  would  cheerfully  aid 
it,  by  furnifhing  them  with  the  ner.eSSary 
implements,  and  bv  Sending  perSons  into 
their  nation  to  inllruct  them  in  all  the 
arts  necefl'arv  to  their  further  progreSs  in 
procuring  to  themSelves  means  of  fubfill- 
ance  much  more  certain  than  by  hun- 
ting. 

5.  That  it  was  the  determination  of 
the  United  States  to  punifh  all  perfoiH 
who  ihould  commit  offences  againft  the 
red  people,  if  they  could  be  detected  ; 
but  that  if  the  mifchief  fliould  be  perpe- 
trated So  Secretly  that  the  offenders  could 
not  be  discovered,  or  if  they  fliould  ef- 
cape  from  juftice,  Satisfaction  Ihould  be 
faithfully  given  according  to  the  ftipula- 
tie-ns  of  the  treaty. 

The  deputation  left  the  Seat  of  gov- 
ernment on  Friday  morning  lad,  on  their 
return  home  expreffmg  great  Satisfaction 
at  the  reception  they  had  met  with.  Their 
conduct  whillt  here  was  So  Signally  pru- 
dent, quiet  and  Sober,  as  to  merit  the 
warm  approbation  of  the  government. 


Hope  by  the  Incjia  Ship-  juft  arrived.  State, 
that  commodore  Sir  Home  Popl.am,  af- 
ter landing  the  new  regiments  which  he 
took  out,  embarking  the  28th  ar.citWii  re- 
giments, and  the  reft  of  the  garnSon,  in 
transports,  were  to  proceed,  on  the  20th 
of  February  from  thence  on  a  fecret  ex- 
pedition, fuppofed  to  be  againft  the  Spa- 
nilh  South-American  pofSellions,  on  the 
river  de  Plata.

Admiral  JoveuSc  who'was  defeated  bv 
earl  Howe  on  the  firft  of  June,  has  arriv- 
ed at  Breit,  and  taken  the  chief  command 
of  the  French  fleet,  which  according'  to 
the  diSpatches  received  yelterday  morning 
at  the  admiralty,  was  lying  ready  for  Sea 
in  the  outer  road  It  conlilts  of  twen- 
ty nine  fail  of  the  line,  but  altho'  more 
numerous,  it  is  not  fo  powerful  as  that 
under  the  command  of  admiral  Cornwal- 
lis.  The  Britilh  Squadron  is  compoSed 
of  twenty-two  Sail  only,  but  we  count  a- 
mong  them  ho  lefsthan  13  three  deck- 
ers, and  thoSe  oS  the  enemy  do  not  ex- 
ceed fix.  Admiral  Cornwallis  will  alSo  be 
Soon  reinforced  by  thearrival  of  fir  Robert 
Calder's  divifion,  which  is  every  day  ex- 
pected, on  its  return  from  the  Wcft-In- 
dies.

■Oar  letters  from  the  Cape  of  Good

Hole. 

June  4. 

Admiral  Pole  left  town  yelterdav  for 
Yarmouth,  to  proceed  to  the  Baltic.  He 
was  accompanied  by  captain  Nicholls, 
who  is  appointed  his  captain  in  the 
St  George,  in  which  (hip  admiral  Pole 
hoifts  his  flag. 

A  letter  received  this  morning  from  an 
officer  cruizing  off  BreSt,  States  that  the 
French  fleet  is  full  of  troops,  but  very  ill 
manned  with  failors,  owing  to  defertions 
and  diSlike  to  the  Service.  This  intelli- 
gence was  obtained  from  the  crew  of  a 
boat  picked  up  by  fir  James  Saumerez. 
It  was  reported  in  the  French  fleet,  that 
the  firft  conSul  was  Soon  to  bo  at  BreSt  to 
expedite  its  Sailing.

Gen.  Sir 
John  Helv  Hutchinfon,  K.  B.  addreff- 
ed  to  the  Right  Honorable  Henrv 
Dundas,  dated  camp  beSore  Alexandria, 
20th  April,  1801. 
Sir, 

It  is  with  great  pleafure  I  am  to  in- 
form you  of  the  SucceSs  of  a  corps  of 
Turks  and  Britilh,  under  the  command 
of  col.  Spencer.  They  were  ordered 
from  hence  about  ten  days  ago,  for  the 
jpurpofe  of  forcing  the  enemy  from  the 
j  town  and  caftle  of  Rofctta,  which  com- 
jmandeth  the  navigation  of  the  Nile. — 
i  This  operation  has  perfectly  fucceeded. 

We  are  now  mailers  of  the  weftern 
{branch  of  that  river,  and  of  courfe  have 
opened  a  communication  with  the  Delta, 
Srom  which  we  Shall  derive  all  the  ne- 
ceffary  Supplies  as  the  French  have 
Scarcely  any  troops  there,  and  none  ca- 
pable of  making  a  fcrious  refiStance. 

The  enemy  had  about  800  men  at  Ro- 
Setta  when  they  were  attacked.  They 
made  but  a  feeble  effort  to  fuftain  them- 
Selves, &  retired  to  the  right  bank  of  the 
Nile,  leaving  a  few  men  killed  and  pri- 
soners. They  left  a  garrifon  in  the  fort, 
againft  which  our  batteries  opened  on  the 
16th,  and  it  funendered  on  the  roth 
inft.  The  conditions  are  the  Same  as 
granted  to  the  caftle  of  Abonkir. 

1  have  many  obligations  to  col.  Spen- 
cer for  the  zeal,  activity  and  military  ta- 
lents which  he  has  difplayed  in  the 
conduct  of  this  important  Service  ;  and 
I  beg  leave  to  recommend  him  as  a  de- 
fending and  mod  excellent  officer.  I 
have  the  honor  to  be,  8cc.

Copy  of  a  letter  from  Lord  Elgin,  to 

Lord  Hawkefoury,  dated  Conftantino- 

ple,  May  0,  1801. 
My  Lord, 

Mr.  Morier  having  returned  Srom  E- 
gypt,  I  have  the  Satisfaction  of  being 
uule  to  lay  before  your  lordfhip  a  far  more 
particular  account  of  the  affairs  and  pro- 
ceedings in  that  country  than  it  has  hi- 
therto been  in  my  power  to  communicate. 
He  left  the  camp  before  Alexandria  on 
tiie  22d  ult. 

At  that  time  the  enemy  remained  in 
their  Strong  pofition  upon  the  heights 
near  the  eaftem  wall  of  Alexandria — 
their  numbers  about  fix  thoufand  men. 
t  hey  w.  re  Still  in  anxious  expedlation 
ot  receiving  reinforcements,  particular- 
ly that  which  had  been  announced  to 
them  as  coming  from  admiral  Gan- 
theunie. 

The  lofs  of  the  enemy,  according  to 
the  numerous  reports  which  had  been 
collected,  certainly  exceeds  five  thoufand 
men,  and  a  great  proportion  »f  officers 
— four  generals  are  known  10  have  been 
killed.  Every  encouragemenc  Seems  to 
I!  have  been  given  and  held  ouc  to  the 
French  army  to  enlure  their  utmoft  exer- 
tions. Among  other  thisgs  they  were 
taught  to  expect  no  quarter  from  the 
Britilh.  The  prifoners  agree,  that  in 
no  part  of  this  war  had  fuch  hard  fight- 
ing or  determined  bravery  ever  been 
Seen,  as  they  had  met  with  from  our  ar- 
my in  Egypt. 

I  prcfume  that  Sir  R.alph  Abercrom- 
bie's  ibfence  from  the  camp,  in  confe- 
quence  oS  his  wounds  on  the  21ft  *f 
March,  had  created  a  momentary  fuf- 
peniion  of  our  operations  ;  and  the  ir- 
reparable Ufa  occaiioned  by  his  death, 
mull  neceffarily  have  checked  the  proSe- 
cution  of  plans,  in  the  formation  and  ex- 
ecution of  which  he  had  always  borne  fo 
leading  a  part.  The  captain  Pacha  did 
not  arrive  in  time  to  fee  Sir  Ralph  Aber- 
crombie  ;  but  it  appears  that  general 
Hutchirnbn  folK  wed  his  excellency's  in- 
tention relative  to  the  troops  on  board 
I!  the  Turkifli  Sieet,  by  employing  them 
againft  RoSetta,  and  accordingly  directed 
colonel  Spencer,  having  under  him  a 
corps'  of  about  800  Britilh,  to  proceed 
with  the  Turks  to  that  expedition.  The 
town  was  evacuted  without  refiStance. 
Some  guns  were  then  brought  to  bear 
upon  the  fort  of  St.  Jutieri,  which  com- 
mands the  entrance  of  the  river.  The 
garrifon  of  three  hu  ndred  and  Sixty  eight 
men  Surrendered  on  the  loth  ult. 

Rahmanich  was  It  ill  in  the  hands  ef 
the  French.  They  had  fortified  it,  both 
in  a  view  to  fecure  their  communications 
from  the  upper  part  of  the  Delta  and  Up- 
per Egypt,  whence  they  rectived  their 
provisions. 

Under  thefe  circumStanccs,  general 
HutchinSon  has  very  much  Strengthened 
his  pofition  between  Aboukir  and  Alex- 
andria, not  only  bv  a  range  oS  rocks  in 
Sront,  but  particularly  by  opening  the 
Unices  which  kept  in  the  waters  in  the 
lake  on  their  left  ;  and  if  as  is  SuppoSed, 
the  inundation  (hall  entend  over  the 
whole  of  the  plain,  to  the  eaftof  the  lake 
Mareotis,  the  communciation  between 
Alexandria  and  Ramanich,  which  is  the 
enemy's  nearert  point,  will  be  eight  or 
nine  davs  journey  without  water. 

Having  taken  thele  meaSures,  general 
HutchinSon  was  to  transfer  his  head- 
quarters to  RoSetta  on  the  23d  ult.  to 
which  place  he  had  already  Sent  Sorward 
a  ftrong  detachment,  amounting  to  above 
4000  Britifli,  including  col.  Spencer's 
corps;  &  he  was  immediately  to  proceed 
from  thence,  with  nearly  an  equal  num- 
ber of  the  captain  Pacha's  troops,  againft 
Rhamanich,  where  the  French  were  un- 
derftood  to  have  affsmbled  3000  men. 

On  the  other  hand  advices  had  been  re- 
ceived feveral  days  before  from  the  Grand 
Vizier,  dated  at  Belbeis,  from  which  it 
appeared  that  his  highnefs,  reinforced  by 
nearly  5000  men  from  Djezzar  Pacha, 
had  patted  the  defart,  and  had  advanced 
fo  far  towards  Cairo,  without  meeting 
with  oppofition  either  at  Salahich  or  at 
Belbeis.  He  had  alSo  detached  a  corps 
which  has  taken  poffeflion  of  the  town  of 
Damietta,  though  the  fort  of  l'Efbe  is 
ftill  in  the  hands  of  the  French. 

It  is  not  expected  that  his  highnefs  will 
experience  any  material  refiStance  at  the 
town  of  Cairo.  And  I  find  it  is  the  de- 
termination of  general  Hutchinfon  to  af- 
ford his  highnefs  Such  aid  as  maybe  requi- 
site towards  the  attackingthe fortifications 
which  the  French  occupy  near  the  town, 


if  it  is  neceffary  to  reduce  them  by  force. 

General  Hutchinfon  has  farther  re- 
ceived a  favorable  letter  ftom  Murad 
Bey,  Saying  he  is  ready  to  join  us  where 
we  come  into  his  neighbourhood. 

I  am  happy  to  add  that  our  army  are 
in  the  higheft  health  and  Spirits.  The 
clittateand  weather  had  hitherto  been 
m oil  propitious.  The  natives  had  ac- 
quired the  greateft  degree  of  confidence 
from  the  proclamation  iflued  by  our  ar- 
tny  1  and  were  continuing  to  bring  in 
hories  and  provilions  in  great  plenty. 
Nearly  iooo  of  our  cavalry  are  now  well 
mounted  there  ;  and  we  have  ftill  above 
1 1,000  infantry  in  the  field.  The  utmoft 
degree  of  unanimity  prevailsbetween  the 
Britilh  and  Turkifli  troops.

Private  letters,  which  accompanied  the 
late  diSpatches  from  conftantinople,  fay, 
that  Alexandria  furrendered  to  the  Bri  - 
tilh troops  on  the  firft  of  May.  They 
add,  that  as  the  Turkifli  army  advanced 
the  inhabitants  of  the  country  rofe  every 
where  in  its  favor. 

June  8. 

By  private  letters  from  officers  in  the 
Britifli  army  at  Abouker,  we  learn  that 
the  plan  of  operations  in  Egypt  is  chang'd. 
The  force  which  the  French  have  at 
Rhamanie,  amounting  to  three  thoufand 
men,is  not  a  force  collected  in  the  country 
but  is  detached  from  the  army  at  Alexan- 
dria.  They  have  left  Only  fuch  a  garri- 
fon there  as  they  think  Sufficient  to  the 
defence  of  the  place;  and  by  polling  a 
ftrong  body  of  troops  at  Rhamanie,  they 
hope  to  be  able,  by  means  of  their  caval* 
ry,  to  keep  the  greateft  part  of  the  Delta 
in  their  power,  prel'ervc  the  communica« 
tion  with  Cairo,  and  be  ready,  in  caSe 
Gantheaume  fliould  arrive  at  any  point, 
to  facilitate  the  debarkation  ofthetroopa 
which  they  expect,  and  which  of  courfe 
will  not  attempt  the  port  of  Alexandria. 

In  confequence  of  this  movement,  gen. 
Hutchinfon  has  determined  to  move,  and 
in  fact  to  take  the  field.  Inftead  of  mere- 
j  \y  keeping  his  pofition  before  Alexandria, 
j  and  waiting  for  the  arrival  of  reinforce- 
ments, he  has  refolved  to  attack  the 
French  at  Ramanie,  and  for  this  purpof© 
he  has  detached  general  Craddock  with  z 
ftrong  body  oS  troops  to  join  gen.  Spencer. 
— He  is  to  follow  him  Self,  and  begin  a  re* 
gular  campaign  in  the  field—a  plan  cer- 
tainly more  haaardous  than  that  of  re- 
;  inainingat  Alexandria;  but  if  profper- 
ous,  a  plan  which  is  likely  to  bring  the 
conteft  to  a  Speedier  conclufion. 
I  The  French  are  So  ftrong  iit  cavalry, 
I  that  more  than  one  half  of  the  Delta  is 
'  compleatly  in  their  power  ;  and  we  under- 
stand that  the  horfe  are  too  powerful  to 
be  attacked  by  the  very  inferior  horfe 
1  which  we  have  been  able  to  collect.  The 
1  war,  therefore,  has  fo  far  changed  its  cha- 
!  racier,  that  inftead  of  its  depending  ore 
1  which  party  (hall  firft  receive  fuccours,  it 
j  is  to  depend  on  the  fuperiority  of  military 
j  fkill  and  valor,  as  well  as  on  the  choice 
of  battle. 

It  is  thought  that  Gantheaume's  Squad- 
ron will  endeavor  to  avoid  Sir  John  War- 
I  ren  by  taking  a  very  northern  courfe — to 
I  the  north,  for  inftance,  of  the  ifland  of 
j  Candy  ;  and  that  in  this  way  it  is  highly 
j  poilible  they  may  make  good"  their  land- 
ing. 

We  are  Sorry  to  hear  that  gen.  Moore's 
wound  will  oblige  him  to  remove  at  lead 
Srom  Egypt,  iS  not  to  return  home. 

The  London  Gazette  of  June  4,  con- 
tains a  letter  from  gen.  J.  H.  Hutchin- 
Son, K.  B.  to  the  right  honorable  Henry 
Dundas,  dated  Camp  before  Alexandria, 
20th  April,  giving  an  account  of  the  tak- 
ing of  RoSetta — 368  men  who  were  ire 
the  garriSon  furrendered  prifoners  o£ 
war. 

A  letter  from  Lord  St.  Vincents,  dated 
May  27,  announces  that  the  embargo  laid 
on  Britilh  Ships  in  the  pott  of  RuiTu  had 
been  taken  off. 

Accounts  from  Lifbon,  received  ire 
London,  (late,  that  war  betwen  Spain  and 
Portugal  had  commenced  with  a  battle  be- 
tween the  main  bodies  of  the  Spanifli  and 
Portugefe  armies,  in  which  tbe  former 
were  defeated  with  the  lofs  oS  one  thou- 
Sand  five  hundred  men.  The  advanced 
guard  of  of  the  French  army  were  within 
two  or  three  days  march  of  the  Spanifli 
head-quarters,  and  on  their  junction  it 
was  expected  that  another  attack  would 
be  made  on  the  Portuguese.

TURiN,  May  z. 

Yelterd.iv  general  Jourdan  iflued  the 
following  inftruclions  to  the  Prcfecls  and 
Sub-Prefects  of  Piedmont. 

As  the  new"  administration  is  merely 
pr  jvifional,  all  meafures  are  to  be  abllain- 
cl  from  which  may  tend  to  give  it  a  defi- 
n  live  character.  Piedmont  receives  in- 
d;edan  adminidralion  which  is  almod 
(lie  fame  with  that  of  the  French  repub- 
lic, but  it  is  Hot  united  with  that  repub- 
lic, and  it  is  not  for  us  to  anticipate  the 
views  of  the  French  republic  in  that  ref- 
p  el — The  act-,  of  government  therefore, 
are  not  to  be  proclaimed  in  the  name  of 
the  French  republic,  but  in  the  name  of 
the  provilional  government  of  piedmont. 
The  drefs  of  the  public  officers  of  the  re- 
public, is  to  be  worn  till  the  French  go- 
vernment fhall  exptefs  its  pleafure  on 
that  fuljeci. 

In  the  decree  of  the  Confuls  relative 
to  the  provilional  adnunilration  of  Pied- 
mont, it  is  faid  that  it  has  been  appointed 
to  terminate  the  evils  infcperable  from 
anarchy* 

FLORENCE,  May  3. 
The  60th  demi-brigade  refufed  to 
ftiarch  for  the  illand  of  Elba,  ceded  by  Na- 
ples to  France,  having  been  feduced  from 
their  duty  by  certain  inhabitants  of  Leg- 
horn, who  are  in  the  inlereit  of  tho  En- 
glifli.  The  commander  in  chief  Murat, 
ordered  two  battallions  of  grenadiers  to 
be  di farmed,  and  lent  to  the  Citadel  of 
Turin.  The  fuiileers  would  have  (ha  red 
the  fame  fate,  but  Murat  pardoned  them 
on  account  of  their  former  bravery. 

GENOA,  May  11. 
The  letters  from  Leghorn  which  have 
this  moment  reached  us,  Hate,  that  the 
French  squadron  which  had  appeared  off 
that  port,  had  failed  again  to  purine  its 
rout.  Two  frigates  of  that  Iquadron 
were  cruifing  before  the  ill c  of  Porto 
Ferrajo:  in  order  to  favor  the  expedi- 
tion. When  the  letters  came  away, 
the  place  had  not  i'jrrsndered,  and  the 
forts  defended  t  hern  Calves  with  oblliiu- 
cy.    We  expect  further  details.

BY  YESTERDAY'S  MAIL. 

LONDON,  June  2. 

Count  Bernftorf,  minifter  plenipotenti- 
ary from  Copenhagen,  may  be  expected 
daily  from  London,  to  treat  on  the  part 
of  Denmark  with  the  Englifh  minifters. 
He  will  be  accompanied  by  his  brother 
and  fecretary  Plovan,  of  the  foreign  de- 
partment. 

Fears  arc  entertained  for  the  fecurity 
of  Minorca.  An  attempt  againil  it  is  fup- 
pofed to  be  threatened  by  the  combinati- 
on of  the  French  and  Spaniards  at  Barce- 
lona. 

Apprehenfions  are  entertained  by  go- 
vernment left  the  Batavian  Meet  fliould 
put  to  fea,  and  feveral  (hips  have  been  or- 
dered to  reinforce  admiral  Diction's 
fquadron. 

Accounts  from  Milan  ftate,  that  a 
French  expedition  from  Naples  lud  taken 
polfeflion  of  Medina. 

Letters  from  the  frontiers  of  RufTia 
mention,  that  the  emperor  has  put  off 
his  coronation,  and  that  of  the  emprefs 
Elisabeth,  till  the  27th  of  September  on 
which  day  his  grandmother,  Catharine 
II.  was  crowned  39  years  ago, 

( French  Journal.) 
June  12. 

This  day  arrived  the  Hamburgh  mail 
due  on  Wednefday.  Its  contents  are  of 
conquerable  importance,  as  the  events  it 
points  at  refpecting  Germany,  may  lead 
to  confequences  which  cannot  be  calcu- 
lated. 

The  execution  of  the  treaty  of  Lune- 
ville  feems  to  meet  with  confiderable  dif- 
ficulties, owing  to  obftacles  arifing  out  of 
the  bufinefs  of  indemnifications,  and  the 
fecularizations  which  (land  connected 
with  that  intricate  matter. 

Other  powers  have,  it  is  faid,  inter- 
fered to  prevent  the  fecularizations  being 
carried  to  the  extent  propofed  by  France, 
and  agreed  to  by  Auftria  ;  and  alfo  to  ef- 
fect tame  alterations  in  the  prefent  ftate 
of  Italy. 

la  thefe  indications  of  a  renewal  of 
havoc  and  deftruction  among  the  human 
race,  we  may  fee  explained  the  drynefs 
which  has  been  obfervablc  for  fome  time 
between  Pruffia  and  France  ;  but  be  that 
as  it  may,  once  more  troops  of  France  oc- 
cupy German  territory,  having  c rolled 
to  the  right  fide  of  the  Rhine,  and  ta 
kea  pafleraon  of  feveral  places  which 
they  had  lately  abandoned. 


Some  of  the  letters  rrora  Germany  af- 
crjl  e  this  movement  on  the  part  of  the 
French,  to  the  difpleal'ure  with  which  the 
tcllinionies  of  joy,  exprelTed  by  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  right  bank  of  the  Rhine  at 
the  return  of  their  own  fovereigns,  had 
infpired  them  ! 

This  account  of  the  matter  may  fatisfy 
a  German  burger,  but  for  our  part, 
we  fee  a  much  more  fatisfactory  motive 
in  a  refolution  adopted  by  the  firft  conful, 
to  allow  no  foreign  power  whatever  to 
interfere  in  the  execution  of  the  treaty 
between  France  and  Auftria. 

Thus  it  lliould  feem  ;.3  if  a  new  war 
was  on  the  point  of  breaking  out  upon  the 
continent  ;  a  war  in  which  all  the  four 
military  powers  are  likely  to  be  engaged  ; 
RufTia  and  Pruffia  againft  Aultria  and 
France. 

Should  a  re-commencement  of  hoftili- 
ties  take  place  atrn-ng  any  of  the  conti- 
ncnt  Jgiowers,  to  a  certainty  we  fhall  not 
by  tfre  25th  cf  March  next,  fee  peace 
concluded  between  this  country  and 
France,  as  Mr.  Addington  gave  us  reafon 
to  hope  by  his  ipeech  on  Wednefday,  hi 
the  houfe  of  commons. 

BANKS  OF  THE  MEIN,  May  30. 

We  have  reports  here,  though  they  cer- 
tainly require  confirmation,  that  three 
divilions  of  French  troops  will  immedi- 
ately enter  the  empire;  that  the  firft 
conful  has  declared  that  he  will  admit  of 
no  co-operation  of  any  other  pow- 
er in  the  accomplifhment  of  the  peace 
of  the  empire  ;  and  to  prevent  all  delays, 
will  immediately  occupy  the  countries 
deflined  for  competitions,  with  French 
troops  ;  and  a  llrong  French  corps  will 
immediately  take  pofleffioo  of  Bamberg 
and  WuVtSDUrgh. 

FRANKFORT,  May  30. 
The  account  of  the  town  of  lieu1"-,  op- 
pofite  Cologne,  had  been  occupied  b) 
French  troops,  by  an  order  of  Gen.  Grt- 
nier;  and  that  the  fame  thing  had  been 
done  at  Caflel,  near  Meutz,  at  PuiTel 
dorff,  and  F.hrenbreitftcin,  has  occkiioned 
a  great  fenfation  here.  It  is  f  ikl  that 
the  F'rench  have  been  for  fome  tine  dif- 
fatisfied  that  the  inhabitants  of  thefe  pla- 
ces manifell  fo  much  fatisfaction  at  their 
being  evacuated,  and  fo  great  an  attach- 
ment to  their  former  German  fovereigns. 
The  fuperior  prefect,  Jolliver,  has  alio 
flarted  other  difficulties  relative  to  the 
influx  of  fo  many  emigrants  from  Ger- 
many, the  levying  of  the  old  tax  upon 
the  Jews,  who  yet  were  to  be  conii- 
dered  as  French  citizens  ;  and  relative  to 
the  navigation  of  the  Rhine,  and  contra- 
band commodities. 

MULHEIM,  May  17. 
A  detachment  from  the*4th  regiment 
of  huffars,  at  Cologne,  has  again  entered 
Deufs,  oppofite  Cologne.  This  unex- 
pected advance  of  troops  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  Rhine,  no  perfon  can  explain. 

HANNAU,  May  30. 
Yefterday  an  account  from  AfchaiTen- 
burg,  from  the  electoral  commander  at 
Caflel,  Zweyer,  dated  that  Gen.  Chamb- 
erlac,  at  Mentz,  had  required  that  French 
troops  fliouM  ;<gain  occupy  the  almoft  de- 
moliilied  fort  of  Caflel.  The  caufe  of 
this  we  know  not.  Yefterday  and  to-day 
feveral  orders  and  reprefentations  have 
palled  between  Afchaffenburg  fk  Mentz. 

HAMBURGH,  May  22. 

FROM  PORTUGAL. 
By  captain  Williams  who  arrived  at 
Gloucefter  on  Friday  laft,  in  36  da\s 
from  Lifbon,  we  hear,  that  the  Spaniards 
and  Portuguefe  have  had  feveral  engage- 
ments on  the  frontiers  of  Portugal,  in 
which  the  former  were  victorious,  and 
had  deftroyed  an  immenfc  fpace  of  wheal 
fields  belonging  to  the  latter. 

COIMBRA,  (Portugal)  April  24. 
An  event  which  particularly  engages 
the  public  attention  has  happened  in  this 
town,  and  may  be  called  an  academical 
revolution.  The  regiment  in  garrifon 
here  having  received  orders  to  march  to 
the  frontiers,  was  drawn  up  to  be  review- 
ed. Some  turbulent  ftudents  attempted 
to  break  the  line,  and  two  of  them  drew 
out  piftols  and  threatened  to  fire  upon 
the  foldiers.  The  patience  of  the  latter 
was  at  length  exhaufted,  and  feveral  left 
their  ranks  to  chaftife  the  infolence  of 
the  rioters.  An  obftinate  fight  immedi- 
ate commenced  between  the  two  parties. 
The  ftudents,  to  the  number  of  twelve 
hundred,  fought  with  Jjreat  furv  5  but  al- 
though well  armed,  they  were  difperfed 
by  th-  foldiers,  who  killed  50  and  woun- 
ded  15")  of  them.  The  regiment  was  in 
confeqnence  of  this  affray  prevented 
from  marching,  and  during  the  night  the 
ftudents  entered  the  houfes  were  the  fol- 
diers were  quartered,  and  maffacrei  l'e- 


tut*}  of  them.  The  mod  dreadful  fcene 
of  terror  and  confufion  took  place,  and  it 
was  with  difficulty  that  M.  de  Caftro,  the 
col.  of  the  regiment,  ma  le  his  efcape. 


PHILADELPHIA,  July  31- 
A  letter  has  been  received  by  the  Sec. 
of  State  from  our  minifter  at  London,  in 
which  be  dates,  that  Lord  Hawkelbury 
had  informed  him,  that  his  Majesty  hav- 
ing understood  the  Prefident  of  the  United 
States  had  ordered  a  fquadron  into  the 
Mediterranean,  inft  ructions  had  been  ill 
fuedto  the  Britifli  commanders  of  peftl 
and  ihips  of  war  in  that  quarter  to  treat 
the  american  flag  v'uh  refpett,  and  that 
if  the  American  veflttia ftidtrld  at  any  time 
need  fupplies  they  Ihoull  be  furr.iQied 
from  the  Britifb  llores  and  arfenals.
